Raleigh, N. C., March 22.—Early thi:® | 
morning, ait Garners, five miles east of 


this city. Tom Jones, a negro commonly 
known in the county as ‘‘Preacher’”’ Joness 
murdered Ella Jones and her oldest 
daughter, Ida Jones, and then set fire to 
the bed in which the bodies of the mur- 
dered victims and four others, all children 
ranging in vears from a-baby one month 
jold to the largest boy, who was not more 
than five years age. ~The work was 
done with an ax.. The murderer, accord- 
ing to the story of seven-year-old Laura 
Jones, who escaped with her younger sis- 
ter Sid Jones, four years old, deliberately 
and coolly struck the mother four times 
and then made two heavy strokes into the 
body of the oldest child. 

The house was completely destroyed by 
fire and the bones of the four youngest 
children were so frail that they are now 
distributed among the ashes, which alone 
remain to tell the story of the cgonflagra- 
tion. The body of Hila Jones and that of 
Ida, the thirteen-vear-old child, were 
burned beyond recognizance. 

The dead are: 

ELLA JONES, the mother, aged thirty- 
three. 

IDA JONES, thirteen years old. 

JOSIE JONES, three years old. 

NANCY JONES, three years old. 

CLEVER JONES, two years old. 

AN UNNAMED BABY, one month old. 
When the people heard the story of the 
murder they went to house te 
@rrest him and found that his clothes bore 
the stains of fresh blood and his hands 
were covered with blood. Though there 
Was talk among the negroes of lynching. 
no attempt was made to do so and Jones 
Was brought to the city and placed in jail 
to awalt trial for his crime.

Secretary of War Discusses the Cape 
Nome Grants. 


Washington. March 22.—Secretary Root 
made a hrief statement to the press to- 
fay in regard to the action of the de- 
nartment in granting license to prospec- 
tors to dredge the water front of Cape 
Nome. Alaska. in their search for gold. 
He admitted that two concessions to 
dredge sand had been issued and twenty 
other applications are pending. He says 
they will all be granted. He says no ex- 
dusive provings have been granted and 
there has been no discrimination. His 
authority was bAsed on the statutes giv- 
ing the war department jurisdiction over 
the navigable waters of the United 
States. It was shown that the purpose 
of dredging of sand would not interfere 
with navigation or the riparian rights of 
Owners of adjacent territory. The par- 
titular character of the sand to be 
dredged did not enter into the considera- 
tion of the case at all.
